T HAVE the honour to detail below, for your information, the dispositions that 
have been made up to the pr y the an Railways Syndicate for the survey of 
the projected Mohammei remabad Railway, the arrangements for which ha 
boon entrusted by the syndicate to Messrs. 8. Pearson and Sons, engineers and 
contracto 

2. Of the four engineers now in Arabistan, two—Mr. Douglas and another— havi 
been instructed to proceed vid Bagdad and Kermanshah to Hamadan, arriving at tl 
latter place by the 7th September, there to meet me on my return from leaye, 
Tehran, I myself leave London on the Mth August, reaching Resht on the 
22nd August and Tehran on the 25th, whence I shall proceed to Hamadan en route for 
Burujird and Khoremabad. 

The two engineers with me will make reconnaissance between Klioremabad 
and Dizful with a view to eliminating from consideration some at least of the alteruati 
and thus enabling the preliminary survey party, which will, it is hoped, lea 
izful in October en route for Khoremabad, to concentrate their attention upon one or 
at most two alignments. 

On arrival at Dizful these engineers will join hands with the engineers (Mr. 
Whitelaw and another) who are remaining in Arabistan, and, mopanicd by me, will 
commence a survey of the selected alignment. 

4, It is not at present in contemplation to send out any more engineers for the 
survey, but Messrs. Pearson have agreed, at my suggestion, to enga 
man with a good knowledge of Persian to take charge of the camp, 
of coolies, &e. 

5, I scarcely expect to arrive from Khoremabad at Dizful with the reconnaissance 
party before the end of October, whilst the engineers who are remaining in Arabistan 
(Mr, Whitelaw and another) propose to commence work north of Dizful atthe 
beginning of the same month. It is not, however, likely that they will wish to sur 
more than the first 15 or 20 miles north of Dizful, in regard to which the responsi) 
tribes, the Sagwand and the Kalawand, have already promised me their co-operation,

proposal made by the acting British consul at Shiraz, that certain 
by the Kawam for the State, should be sold to pay off a large portion of British claims 
in Fars, or that their revenue should be ‘earmarked towards a gradual liquidation of 
such claims. 

‘The proposal appears to me to be open to some objection. 

While British claims in Fars amount to some 20,0001, the total of all claims on 
behalf of British subjects is about 110,000, and that of all foreign claims 800,0001. 
approximately. Hitherto the reply which I’ have caused to be returned to British 
eet hay been to the effect that Persia has at present no funds in hand for the 
Settlement of elaims, but that when any lonn is made for the purpose, their claims 
ghall be treated as favourably as those of the nationals of other countries. And in 
¢ siti hi the representatives of other Powers I have always given them to 
understand that claims would be dealt with when a loan was concluded and that then 

fniins would be treated on an equal footing. 

If, however, the scheme proposed by Major O'C » adopted it would be 
likely to excite criticism as regards the selection of particular claims to be settled in 
id othera to be igmored for the present, and other Powers might be tempted to 
tipon the Persian Government the despatch of military expeditions for the 
recovery of funds to settle their claims. 

Would it not be preferable that such funds as may be obtained from the sale or 
revenue of the villages in question should be earmarked for the upkeep of the 
ondarmerie in Pars or for otherwis strengthening the local Administration ?
